“Wartime” Houses 


Under the revised agreement, Wartime 
Housing is to build 250 houses in Edmon- 
ton this summer. They will be of per- 
manent construction, built with regard to 
the Edmonton climate, will contain from 
four to six rooms each, and will average 
about $4,000 in value. The houses are to 
be the property of the Government, w hich 


supplies all the funds. They will be for 
rent or for sale. They will be taxable at 
the ordinary rate, the taxation to Start 


with 1944. Rentals will be set at rates to 
cover interest, depreciation and city taxes 
The company is to pave or otherwise 1m 
prove the ad joining streets in keeping with 
the standard of the locality, putting in 
sewer and water pipes; the city to pay 
for these improvements at cost 


The city is to supply the lots on which 


the houses are to be built, at the nominal 
price of $1 each. This, plus the cost of the 
street improvements, appears to be all the 


city has to put into the project. There 
is a further provision that should the rent 


for one of the houses not be enough to 
meet the fixed charges plus taxes, the 
taxes are to be reduced by the amount of 
the shortage. While the tenants are to be 
assessed, the Government is to do the tax 
collecting and paying. If houses are sold 


they will thereafter be taxable as other 
privately-owned property
